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DETAILED ACTION 

The reply filed on 9/18/2007 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant does not make a proper 
election of species in the election sent 9/18/2007. Because the above-mentioned reply 
appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS 
from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the 
omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME 
PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 1.136(a). 



In response to the requirement for an election A of a single species, applicant 
has identified the species as the permutations of a geophone, an accelerometer, a 
hydrophone, a tilt meter, and a magnetometer. Applicant then then elects the species in 
which the housing includes a tilt meter. Applicant states that claim 2 reads on this 
elected species, as well as the other species in the election requirement A. Although 
applicant made this election, applicant also amended the independent claims to include 
a limitation that a geophone is housed in the sensor module. Applicant did not elect a 
species in A that included a geophone, and therefore applicant's election is not 
commensurate in scope with what applicant has claimed. Applicant's election of 
species in A does not include any of the claims currently pending, and therefore the 
election is not fully responsive. Applicant's statement that claim 2 reads on the elected 
species is not fully responsive because claim 2 includes the limitations of claim 1 , and 
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therefore includes a geophone in the sensor housing. Because the geophone is not 
part of applicant's election, the election of tilt meter for species A is not fully responsive.
